rewarding and is best described 
as tranquility in motion. Towards 
this purpose, we have two 
radius soles to choose from, 
one cuts a 0.0625" radius 
(Figure 7) and the other 
cuts a 0.125" radius 
(Figure 6). Both 
leave surfaces 
that need no 
sanding and 
are remarkably 
easy to set up 
and maintain. 


Most molding style 
planes are used with 

the iron set to the final depth of cut. By making multiple passes (the 
plane will govern itself as to how much material is removed if you let the plane 
do the work) you will reach a point where the entire profile has been 
formed. This technique works well for the HP-6 because after three 
or four passes, the sole of the plane will prevent any further cutting. 
Setting the iron for the proper depth of cut is easily accomplished by 
adjusting the depth of the iron until the corners that define the radius 
are tangent with the sole—this takes all of 20 seconds or so. Because 
the HP-6 irons are pitched at 55 degrees, you will get excellent results 
in just about all woods. 


Each radius iron is profiled on both ends. When one becomes dull, 
flip the iron around and you are back in business. Here’s how to 
sharpen these irons.... 


Because the back of every HP-6 iron is the reference surface for the 
rear sole, sharpening should always occur on the profile side of the 
iron. You can use a small, fine grit slip stone to hone the concave 
radius of the iron and this works fine. However, we prefer another 
technique—the results arp ent. 



These rosewood guide rails feature threaded brass 
inserts for years of use and they are suitable for a myriad 
of applications. When attached to the brass fence (s) you 
can precisely guide the plane for accurate cuts. 


For the 0.0625" 
radius cutter, we 
chucked a 3" long, 
3 / 16 " diameter 
dowel in our 
drill press and 
put a small bit of 
diamond paste 
on the dowel. (We 
used #3 but just 
about any grit up 
to #13 works fine.) 


Using the slowest speed of the 
drill press, it is very easy to 
register the concave profile 
in the iron with the revolving 
rod and honing the edge took 
seconds. For the 0.125" radius 
cutter, we used a 3 /g" diameter rod. 

You can also use identical diameter 
brass rod, it will last longer. (Don’t be 
alarmed about the discrepancy between the 
rod diameters and the profile radii, it takes a much 

larger diameter to create an exact radius profile when pitched at 55-degrees, but 
don’t use larger diameters than our suggestion!) 



Each 
radius 
iron is 
profiled 
on both 
ends. The A2 
hardened tool 
steel will perform 
admirably, and 
when one becomes 
dull, flip the iron 
around and you are 
back in business. 


If you are going to plane cross-grain, it is preferable to “walk” the 
cutter to the proper depth, and you need to either work from each end 
towards the middle or use a backing board to avoid grain fracture at 
the ends of your stock. You will find that the A-2, hardened tool steel 
will perform admirably and when sharp, makes a cut that cannot be 
improved upon! 

Summary 

Hand work is the best part of being a craftsperson. We believe the 
HP-6 will bring a new found enthusiasm for working in wood. There 
is no woodworking task more rewarding than to shape your stock by 
hand and leave a surface that is not only true to the eye, but smooth 
to the touch. The HP-6 will make it possible for you to have planes for 
many different uses without the bulk of the expense. Soles and irons 
can be added on a needed basis making the HP-6 truly unique in 
today’s marketplace.
